The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1,9-11, and 21 : delete every instance of "material" and replace with -- 
fabric--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or render obvious the front part of the headband formed from stretchable 
fabric and the rear part of the headband is formed from non-stretchable fabric, with the 
front part being that part which is closer to the visor that the rear part, such that a 
portion of the front part is 1 80 degrees opposite to a portion of the rear part along a 
circumference of the loop. Cunliffe (US 5,966,742) teaches an opposite configuration 
with the rear part formed from stretchable material and the front part formed from non- 
stretchable material.
